As the voyage from “Hong 
Kong takes at least four hours, 
the steamers leave early so a3 
to get their passengers to the 
igland in time for tiffin. Behold 
us then leaving the wharf at 8 
am. after a hurried breakfast at} 
home followed by a jolting rick- 
shaw drive through the crowded 
native quarter of Hong Kong. 
The voyage proved ‘a very 
fascinating one, for the steamer 
wound her circuitous course 
‘round a score of islunds, some of; 
which (like CHeung Chow) were} 
inhabited, but most of them had ; 
2 derelict appearance as though - 
deserted by man and beast. Al- 
ready we were in the pirate zone, 
and ‘the excitement of the trip 
wns not a little enhanced by the 
knowledge that at’ any moment 
an armed uttack might be made 
upon the vessel. That the peril 
was no imaginary one was evid- 
wnced by the armed guards on 
watch in every part uf the ship. 
The “bridge” was separated from 
the deck by a stout iron grille, 
and the third-class (native) pas- 
sengers were segregated behind 
steel bars which prevented. them 
from approaching the upper 
deck; behind these barriers In- 
dian police, armed to the teeth, 
were patrolling up and down. 


In a conversation that we 
had with the captain, a gen- 
in] Scot, we learnt that the 
steamer on which we were 
travelling had had a stirring 
history. Once she had been 
burnt ‘to the water's edze; 
once she had had all her up- 
per parts blown away in a 
typhoon; and once she had 
been seized by pirates be- 
tween Macao and Hong 
Kong. This final adventure 
was as daring an exploit as 
any twenticth-century  ex- 
ponents of the “skull and 
cross-bones” have ever at- 
tempted. :

The pirates boarded the ship 
at Hong Kong as ordinary. pas- 
sengers, and, in spite of the 
strict search made on the wharf, 
they managed to smuggle their 
firearms on board with them. 
The gang divided up, some going 
to the first class and some to 
the third. After leaving Macao

on the homeward voyage the 
signal was given, rifles were 
suddenly produced from nowhere, 
and a rush was made from all 
quarterg at once. The armed 
ruards were overpowered, the 
vaptain showed fight, but was 
promptly laid low with two bul- 
lets, the passengers were herded 
on tothe decks and a clean 
yweep made of all their belong-, 
‘Inga (even their «clothes being 
filched!), and then. the _ pirates 
took control. of the ship and 
steered a astraight-course for 
their Inir which lay to the east 
of Hong Kong. = 


At was then that they 
showed the stuff they were ~ 
made of, for they had the im- 
pudence to take the vessel 
through Hong Kong harbour 
under the very guns of the 
British warships lying at 
anchor!’ As they brazenly 
negotiated this danger-zone 
all the passengers were com- 
pelled to lie full length upon 
the decks, and in this way 
they got by without any 
atarm having been given. 
For sheer audacity this ex- 
ploit takes a lot of beating— 
and yet we often hear it said 
that. John Chinaman = is 
chicken-hearted!

CHAPLAIN OF ST. 
ANDREW'S. 

The Rev. Geo, E. Arrow- 
smith, M.A., F.R.G.S., was

A touching little incident is 
related of his stay in New York. 
On arriving at his host’s house 
rather lute in the evening he 
was given a bedroom in which a 
little girl was slecping. ~The 
child awoke in the ..night, and 


.jseeing a complete stranger -occu- 


pying the big bed alongside her 
cot naturally felt some alarm; 80 
she tugged at the ‘bed-clotites 
until Morridon opened his eyes, 
and then put to him this‘ search- 
ing question, “Man, do you pray 
to God?” “Yes, indeed I do,” re- 
plied Robert promptly. “Why, 
my dear, He is my best Friend.” 
Reassured, the little girl snug- 
pled down into her cot again and 
was soon fast asleep. 

And the “Friend of God” was 
to become perhaps the grentest 
“Friend of ‘China’ 
troubled country has ever known, 
for in giving to her the Bible in 


| her own tongue he was opening 
‘up an era of spiritual enlighten- 
;ment that was tp lead hundreds 


of thousands of her children as 
yet unborn to « knowledge of the 
love of God.

LD’S DRIFT FROM 


WOULD AN EMPIRE POUND BE A . 
DOMINATING SUBSTITUTE? 


"Most of the world followed Great! 


Britain on to the Gold Standard. It 
ia following Great Britain in aban-' 
doning It. 

Already half Europe, the whole of: 
Asia, and all the Continent of 
America except the United States, 
have been forced off the Gold 
Standard, because the world's gold 
supply has been inadequate in pre- 
sent conditions to meet the world’s 
requirements as‘a basis. for inter- 
national transactions under post- 
war conditions, 

In Europe, the United Kingdom, 
the: Irish Free State, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Finland, Hun- 
gary, Spain, Portugal, and Turkey 
are off the Gold Standard. Russia, 
although nominally on the Gold 
Standard, has no free world market 
for exchange with gold currencies. 


OFF THE STANDARD. 

These countrics have an approxl- 
mate ageregate population of 210,- 
000,000. This leaves 265,000,000 
for the European countries remain- 
ing on the Gold Standard, and some 
of these, although their currencies 
ure quoted in the exchange market 
at nbout par with gold, could not 


maintain the standard if they were 
put to the test of ‘free gold and ex- 
change markets. 

As to the rest of the world. the 
United States and South Africa are 
the only considerable countries -that 
are actunly on the Gold Standard. 
The United States has a population 
of 187,000,000, out of 210,000,000 in 
the whole of North 
America. The population of the 
Union of South Africa is 8,000,000, 
out of an extimated 143,000,000 for 
the whole of Africa. — 

With Japan's defection the whole 

of Asia, with Its estimated popula- 
tion of over 1,000,000.000 is off 
gold; while Australia and New Zea- 
land account for a further 7,600,000 
population. 
All told, out of an catimated world 
population of say, 1,850,000,000, 
only 410,000,000 are’ on the Gold 
Standard. In the British Empire, 
with a total population of 450,000,- 
000, the Gold Standard {sy maintain- 
ed by South Africn alone, with its 
8,000,000 of people. 


USELESS HOARDING. 

Gold is still the basis for internal 
currencies in this country and many 
others, although it {8 not in clr- 
culation in the form of‘coin. In the 
United Kingdom, for instance, the 
legal tender currency in the form 
of bank notes is, subject to certain 
emergency measures, dependent on 
the gold in the Bank of England. 

It.is in the settlement of inter- 
national balances that gold has 
proved inadequate as the universally 
accepted medium. It might still 
have been adequate if it had been 
better distributed. About two-thirds 
of the world’s supply of monetary 
gold is in the hands of France and

the United States, where, instead of 
being used as the basis for loans to 
the rest ‘of the world, it has been 
hourded uselessly. 
‘ At present most of the world’s 
currencies, so far aa international 
exchange is concerned, . aro ndrift, 
inasmuch as they are not linked to 
any internationally accepted stan- 
dard such as gold, and {ft may not 
be long before they have all dragged 
their moorings «and ceased to be 
tied to gold. *

When we say that the pound ater- 
ling is worth, say, 18a, 4d., we 
mean that it Ia worth two-thirds of 
the gold parity based on the respec- 
tive gold contents of the American 
gold dollar and the British sover- 
eign, ulthough these are, no longer 
in circulation. 

If the whole world should go off 
yold—and the desirability of this 
atep has already been mooted in the 
United States—should we still think 
in terms of gold and the old parties 
based on gold? It is far more likely 
that a good many countries abroad 
would then think and quote in terms 
of sterling. 


STERLING'S FUTURE. 


The “sterling bill” was universal 
before the war, even in transactions 
between countries remote from Lon- 
don. If there were no gold coun- 
trics, sterling might well regain all 
{ts former predominance. 

It is noteworthy that already the 
of the Scandinavian 
countries, having been divorced 
from gold, are practically ona 
parity with sterling. 

Even if the United States and 
France still stick to gold, what are 
we going to do about it? writes 
E. D, Kissan in the Daily Tele- 
graph. Precipitate action is ob- 
viously dangerous—the numerous 
complicated factors sre still uncer- 
tain—but the 5 joner the various 
courses of-action arc considered the 
better, 

First of all, arp we to go back to 
gold, even at a depreciated basis for 
the pound sterling? Will the sup- 
ply.of gold be adequate for world 
trade in the future — It is certainly 
inadequate now, with trade balances 
upset by reparation payments and 
other consequences of the war, and 
with two-thirds of the world’s 
monetary gold frozen in the United 
States and France. 

Even if we could rely on these 
factors being removed, can we be 
assured of enough gold for the 
future? With the world’s popula- 
{ion increasing and with the natural 
expansion of trade, we shall require 
more and: more gold, The experts 
tell us that, for from more gold 
being produced, the annual output 
will actually decrease, and in a few 
years’ time will become increasingly 


inadequate for the world’s require- 
ments. 


We have alrendy economised in 
the use of gold. In this country wo 
have withdrawn gold from eircula- 
tion, as, indeed, have most other 
countries. We have greatly in- 
creased our fiduciary issue of Bank 
notes (that Is, the part of the issua 
not covered by gold), though it is 
to be noted that this has been done 


onl: as an emergency measure and. 


not ag part of a settled policy. 


FINDING A SOLUTION. 

Growing banking facilities have 
also inereased the use of the cheque. 
India, moreover, is parting with 
some of her vast personal hoards. 
But, even so, ought we to be bound 
to a metallic standard that has 
served us so ill in times of crisis? 

Shall we have a metallic standard 
at all?) Would ‘silver or platinum 
serve us ony better? 

If we abandon a metallic stan- 
dard, what can we substitute? Are 
the principal trading nations of the 
world ripe for an 
paper standard regulated by an in- 
ternational body or bank, such as 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments? Would even that solve the 
problems created by divergent na- 
tional policica, such as the aterlisa- 
tion of gold in the United States 
because the American public have 
not Icarned to invest adequately 
abroad, or in France, because the 
French consider it destrable to. keep 
a reat gold reserve? 

It may be many years before tho 
present disorganisation. of inter- 
national payments -is remedied, and 
before experience tells us on what 
basis we can anchor the pound ater- 
ling to a standard, but one step that 
might greatly influence the ultimate 
solution should certainly be con- 
sidered for cartier application. 

AN IMPERIAL POLICY. * 

That, is, the proposal that we 
should agree with the Dominions to 
estublish oan Empire monetary 
union, by which an Empire pound 
should be constituted. Alrendy. the 
currencies of important parts of the 
Empire, such as the Irish Freb State 
and ‘Indian, are on a‘ sterling’ basis. 
Why not the whole Empire? 

The British ‘peoples have been 
nurtured on the principle that 
monetary gold is o servant and not 
a master. They do not hoard their 
money, but when they have o sur- 
plus they lend it out to others, 
realising how much the well-being 
of their trade is bound up with the 
prosperity of others. 

The United Kingdom alone may 
not dominate the world’s finance, 
but a whole Empire, consolidated 
both: for ‘trade and finance, might 
well be so independent of foreign 
monetary policies that, whatever in- 
ternational standard might be 
adopted and, however, inadequate it 
might prove in emergency, the 
Imperial pound sterling would still 
stand unshaken, and dominate the 
currencies of the world.

But the time has come, 
‘when, in fairness -to Britons the world over, she cannot make those 
already grave risks gyever py turther sacrifices in the interests of 
Disarmament, without similar sacrifices being made by the other 
;Great Powers. Captain Eden was not exaggerating when he said 
‘that the British Army to-day was, little more than a Police Force: 
that the Navy (for which it is customary for ‘Britishers to thank 
the deity) had been whittled away to dimensions and strength that 
are a constant nightmare to many of our naval experts; and that 
the Air Force had been #0 drastically dealt with that, for all its 
achievements as to durance and speed, it was rated fifth among: the 
alr flects of the Powers. These are no mean sacrifices, when Bri- 
tain’s responsibilities for a far-flung Empire are borne in mind; 
and for the grave risks our statesmen have taken they have should- 
ered a responsibility few would care to shoulder. But Britishers 
will not seriously question these risks, will not regret them, if the 
example they have get bears fruit — the fruit of reduecd armaments

kind of, floor covering. Even the 
coarae hair carpet is an abomina- 
tion, although it may wear better. 

Why more rubber.is not used for 
floors 1 am at a loss to underatand 
because rubber nowadays is‘ not 
expensive. 

Iam very glad to note that eo 
many manufacturers are using rust- 
froofing processes for the great 
majority of parts. Thie is the bigr- 
gest development of recent yenrs, 
und every motorist will rejoice when 
he ean get a completely rust-proof 
car. Hitherto rust has been the big 
enemy. It destroyed wings, panels. 
earburetter. parts, nuts: and bolts, 
brake mechanism, and so on. To- 
day all these |componenta can be 
trented so as to eliminate all chance 
of their rusting.

* Business doubles fal! into two 
classes, the “free” double, when 
the declarer has made a bid which, 
if successful, will give him a game, 
and the “non-free” double, wherz 
the bid is not a game bid.. One 
danger id conimon to both kinds, 
a loureann that the very fact that one 
qlopnonent has doubled enables the 
deelurer to place at least the bulk 
of the adverse strength with the 
doubler. With that knowledge he 
may well make a contract in which 
he would otherwise fail. 

I will say no more about the frec 
double here, it is with a spectal 
aspect of the non- free double that 
I want to deal. 

Game Saving. 

When you are playing against a 
hid which Is not a gume bid, and 
has not been doubled, your first 
object should be to save the game, 
and your second Ww down the con- 
fract. These two objects are often 
irrevoncilable. The.position arises 
in which you can sce that a cortain 
lead will suave the game. even 
though that Iead, by making good 
a card in dummy, wHl muke it easy 
for dgelarer to make his contract. 
I need hardly point out that you 
should not‘make the game-saving 
lead unless you are morally certain 
that you can also dofent the con- 
tract. 

Nut when you have made a non- 
free double you ‘have — tied - your 
hands! — If you huve doubled 2 
Three Spades ‘bid .and have made 
three trick you dure not Tend a 
card which will accure a fourth 
trick but will give ‘away: the reat.
